Alaska Boundary Arbitration 
Ottawa derpatch. 

It it understood that there will be 
no conditions attached io ths arutra- 
tion in connection wiih the Alaska 
boundary. The who'e quciion will 
be eubmitted for arbitration. When 
the matter came up beiore the joint 
high commissioner it was pryposed by 
the United States that Dyea and 
Skagway be recognized as United 
States terriijory, no matter what the 
arbitrators might think. In this re- 
gard the present treaty is more ad- 
vantageous to Canada, but it is lack- 
ingg in. {anaity without an empire, and 
many fear that there will be no re- 
sult. If zyesult there should be, it 
would likely be obtained by the Am- 
ericans getiing ihe TSBriiish represen- 
tative over io their views. If it 
should be otherwise then ihe United 
States Senate would in all. probabiliuy 
throw out the treaty, Such, at any 
rate, are some of the views expressed 
to-day. 

Sir Wilfrid Lanner arrived this af- 
ternoon from Montreal. He was seen 
at the depot by your correspondent, 
The premier was asked as to whether 
or noi there were any conditions at- 
tached to the treaty for the settle 
ment of the Alaska boundary. 

“There are. no conditions,” replied 
Sir Wilfrid. “The arwtratoms are ap 
pointed to interpret the treaty,” 

“Dhat is the treaty of 1825?” 


“Yes, the treaty of 1925. The arbi- 
trators will not be hampered by any 
couditions. They wi3! have the whole 
ease ‘before them <s shown bby the 
epnvention of 1825,” 

“What are the provisions as to the 
selection of the arbitrators ?” 

“The only provision is that they are 
io be jurists of repute. here will be 
three jurists of repute on each side.”

The British Columbia Sealing Catch 


According to a ®perial circular on 
the subject, issued by R. P. Rithet) & 
Co., the sealing ileet of Briiash Colum- 
bia ior 1902 numbered 37 vessels, be- 
sides the Indian canoes. The tonnage 
of these vessels ranged from 21 to 
99. Twenty-eight of these vessels had 
all the Indian canoes operated on the 
British Columbia coast, five on the 
Japan coast, six at Copper island 
and twelve in Behring Sea, The num- 
ber of seals taken on the BR C. past 
was 48/5, on the Japan coast 3,147, 
at Copper iskand 3,263 and at Bebring 
Sex 5,016, making a total of 16,3601. In 
i901 the toial catch was 24,160 seals; 
tn 1900, 35,548, in 1899, 35,471 and. in 
1898, 28898. Of the 1902 fleet one ves- 
sel and its crew, were lost at sea with 
all hands, One was last this 
season, but the crew was say- 
ed and one is overime. The largesi 
catch by a single versel was thati of 
ithe Oscav and Hatiie, a vessel of 8) 
tons burden, which operated at Qop-
